he  Board's  previous  year  of  consultation  and  planning  paid  dividends  as 
/     the  new  grant  program  was  implemented  smoothly.  Each  segment  of  the 

 literary  community  now  has  a  clearly  defined  program,  removing  much 

of  the  misunderstanding  and  uncertainty  of  the  past.  This  has  allowed  the  board 
to  streamline  its  operations  and  handle  the  rapidly  growing  volume  of 
applications  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Since  the  government  of  Alberta  established  the  Foundation  in  1984  there  has 
been  tremendous  growth  in  the  Alberta  publishing  industry,  a  surge  in  writing 
activity,  hundreds  of  author  readings  in  schools  and  libraries  all  across  the 
province,  and  several  cooperative  ventures  between  separate  segments  of  the 
literary  community.  That  these  changes  have  coincided  with  the  life  of  the 
Foundation  is  no  accident. 

7his  year  we  began  a  reassessment  and  planning  process.  We 
know  the  Foundation  has  had  a  beneficial  effect,  but  can  we  do 
better?  Can  we  make  the  Foundation's  finite  resources  go  even 
further?  The  Foundation  plans  to  examine  the  results  of  grants 
it  has  awarded  in  the  past  and  to  seek  answers  to  these  and 
similar  questions.  The  Board,  like  the  literary  arts  community  it 
serves,  believes  being  good  is  not  enough.  We  want  to  be  the 
best.  The  Annual  Report  will  demonstrate  the  progress  we  have  made  in  this 


quest  during  the  past  year.

Historical  Background 

he  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  was  created  in  May,  1984, 
when  then  Minister  of  Culture  Mary  LeMessurier  announced  that  lottery 
revenues  were  to  be  assigned  to  cultural  groups.  A  new  agreement 
allowing  distribution  of  funds  from  the  Western  Canada  Lottery  Foundation 
(Alberta  Division)  commenced  in  April,  and  was  initially  licensed  for  a  five-year 
period  ending  March  31,  1989. 

The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  was  created  and  given  an  initial 
annual  budget  of  $800,000.  The  allotment  has  since  been  increased  twice,  to  its 
present  $1.3  million. 

The  current  license  expires  in  March  1991. 


he  1988-89  fiscal  year  has  been  an  extremely  active  one  for  the 
Foundation,  as  it  represents  the  first  full  year  of  activity  following 
publication  of  the  new  grant  program.  In  total,  440  applications  were 
received,  with  requests  for  grants  totalling  $2,900,000. 
Z)uring  the  year,  268  grants  were  awarded.  Funds  were  distributed  in  roughly 
equal  thirds  to  writers  and  writers'  organizations,  libraries  and  libran 
organizations,  and  publishers  and  publishers'  organizations. 
7\vo  new  grant  programs  were  introduced  this  year:  the  Junior  Writer  Grant  and 
the  Publishers'  Marketing  Grant.  New  funding  was  provided  at  the  direction  of 
the  Minister  of  Culture  and  Multiculturalism.  Both  new  programs  have  proven 
successful,  and  the  evaluation  of  the  publishers'  Marketing  Grant  program  was 
overwhelmingly  positive.  Changes  proposed  have  been  incorporated  into  the 
1989-90  program. 

foundation  staff  has  been  active  in  attending  readings,  conferences  and 
receptions  held  by  constituents,  and  has  been  able  to  experience  first-hand  the 
results  of  grants  awarded.  Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  an  increasing 
demand  for  information,  and  positive  feedback  from  grant  recipients  in  their  final 
reports. 

Through  continued  consultation,  and  an  active  involvement  in  the  literary  arts 
community,  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  grant  programs  meet  the  needs  of 
writers,  libraries  and  publishers.

Note  1 
Authority 

The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  operates  under  the  authority  of  the 
Cultural  Foundations  Act,  Chapter  C-40,  Revised  Statutes  of  Alberta  1980,  as  amended. 

Note  2 

Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  Reporting  Practices 
Grants 

Grants  are  recorded  as  expenditure  when  approved  by  the  Board  and  required 
conditions  are  met  by  the  grant  applicants. 

Amounts  recoverable  from  grant  recipients  are  offset  against  grants  expenditure  in  the 
year  the  amounts  recoverable  are  determined. 

Depreciation 

Depreciation  is  recorded  using  the  straight-line  method  at  the  following  rates: 
Office  furniture  and  equipment  -  15%  of  original  cost 
Computer  equipment  -  25%  of  original  cost 

Leasehold  improvements  are  amortized  over  the  life  of  the  lease. 
Changes  in  Financial  Position 

A  statement  of  changes  in  financial  position  is  not  provided  as  disclosure  in  these 
financial  statements  is  considered  to  be  adequate. 

Note  3 
Reserve 

The  Foundation  established  a  reserve  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  an  ongoing  funding 
capability.

Commitments 

At  March  31,  1989  the  Foundation  had  commitments  totalling  $17,847  (1988  $4,193)  in 
respect  of  grants  approved  but  not  disbursed  where  certain  conditions  were  still  to  be 
met  by  the  applicants.
